APPEARS TO BE UNALTERED AND GENUINE AND THE INDIVIDUAL 
THEREIN IS THAT OF THE SUBJECT, HIS CLAIM TO BE HINDU IS 
PROBABLY FALSE. KHAN IS A MOSLEM NAME. FOR THIS REASON 
WE BELIEVE THAT SUBJECT'S CLAIM TO REFUGEE STATUS IS NOT 
MOTIVATED BY A WELL-FOUNDED FEAR OF PERSECUTION IF HE 
RETURNS TO PAKISTAN BUT RATHER A DESIRE TO ENTER THE 
UNITED STATES FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 

3. ON THE BASIS OF THE INFORMATION SUBMITTED, WE ARE 
UNABLE TO CONCLUDE THAT KHAN SHOULD BE EXEMPTED FROM REG-
